AT PRESS CONFERENCE, SYG TOLD UN CORRESPONDENTS ENERGY 
PROBLEM DIRECTLY AFFECTED EVERY COUNTRY IN WORLD. 

IN HIS OPINION, WHAT IS NEEDED IS ENLIGHTENED GLOBAL 
APPROACH DESIGNED TO RECONCILE CHANGING AND OFTEN CONFLICTING 
INTERESTS OF VARIOUS GROUPS OF COUNTRIES; APPROACH WHICH WOULD 
VIEW ENERGY REQUIREMENTS IN CONTEXT OF ALL OTHER URGENT 
WORLD PROBLEMS; AND APPROACH WHICH MUST 

REEXAMINE PREVIOUS CONCEPTS AND ASSUMPTIONS GOVERNING NATIONAL 
AND INTERNATIONAL LIFE. HE THOUGHT USG INITIATIVE WAS JUST 
BEGINNING, AND OTHER EFFORTS CERTAINLY BE NEEDED. 

SYG DISCUSSED SUBJECT WITH ECOSOC PRES BUT APPARENTLY STAGE NOT 
YET REACHED AT WHICH COUNCIL READY TO DEAL WITH IT. UN, 

HE POINTED OUT, CAN BE INVOLVED ONLY FAR AS MEMBER STATES 
WISH IT TO BE INVOLVED. HE SAID HE ESTABLISHED INFORMAL CON- 
SULTATIVE GROUP WITHIN SECRETARIAT AND ON BASIS OF ITS

CHINESE DEL AT 28TH GA WAS MORE ACTIVE THAN AT 27TH, BUT 
SELECTIVELY SO. IN 1972 PRC COSPONSORED ONE RES ON KOREA; 

IN 1973 IT COSPONSORED NINE RESES, INCLUDING THOSE ON KOREA, 
CAMBODIA, CHINESE AND ARABIC AS WORKING LANGUAGES OF UN, 

AND WELCOMING INDEPENDENCE OF GUINEA (B). CONSIDERABLE UN 
SUPPORT FOR PRO-SIHANOUK EFFORT REFLECTED SUBSTANITAL 
CHINESE INFLUENCE AT UN. THOUGHT CHINESE CONTINUED CHALLENGE 
SOVIETS, TONE WAS LESS STRIDENT THAN YEAR AGO. WHILE THEY MADE

CHINESE TOOK INITIATIVE TO SCHEDULE USUN AND PRCUN PRE-
